ILLINOIS SUPREME COURT 
UPHOLDS PRIMARY LAW 


Lowden Backers to File His 
Petition Today as Result 
of Bench Decision. 


INJUNCTION IS HELD GONE 


Springfield, Ill., Feb. 3 (A.P.).—Illi- 
nois still has an April primary law. 

The State Supreme Court today up- 
held the constituionality of the 1927 
primary act calling for the April elec- 
tion and virtually cleared the path for 
a State-wide primary on April 7 after 
a special session of the State Legisla- 
ture had put in three futile weeks try- 
ing to seek a way out of the election’ 
maze. 

The ruling was announced late to- 
day after the court had been called 
into special session of its own to con- 
sider the 1927 primary act, previously 
declared unconstitutional by a Cook 
County (Chicago) judge. 

The action apparently swept aside all 
but one obstacle in the way of the 
April primary and cleared the slate for 
the filing of the first primary peti- 
tions tomorrow. The one impediment 
still looms in the form of an injunc- 
tion issued in Cook County barring the 
secretary of state from receiving peti- 
tions. Although Attorney General 
Oscar Carlstrom is of the opinion that 
the action of the Supreme Court auto- 
matically dissolves the injunction, he 
will ask the Supreme Court, in regular 
session next Tuesday, to dissolve the 
order. 

The special session of the legislators 
was called by Gov. Len Small three 
weeks ago after the Supreme Court had 
adjourned its December session without 
ruling on the case, which had been ap- 
pealed from the lower court by Attor- 
ney General Carlstrom.

HICKMAN REVEALS 
PLAN FOR FAKE FT 
TO PROVE INSANITY 


Writes Fellow Prisoner He 
Will “Take Crack’ at 
Prosecutor. 


ALIENISTS SAY YOUTH 
IS DEMENTIA VICTIM 


Defense Rests After Doctors 
Say Slayer Believes He Has 
Divine Guidance. 


Hall of Justice, Los Angeles, Feb. 3 
(A.P.) —William Edward Hickman made 
his last gesture today in presenting his 
insanity defense for the confessed kill- 
ing of 12-year-old Marian Parker. 

Hardly had Jerome Walsh, youthful 
counsel for the confessed kidnaper, 
slayer and mutilator of the school girl, 
finished the words which put an end 
to the defense in the sanity trial, than 
the State set in motion the agencies it 
had chosen to attempt to establish that 
Hickman was sane at the time the 
crime was committed, and send him to 
the gallows. 

The closing phase of Hickman’s de- 
fense was centered in the testimony of 
allenists, one of whom underwent a 
withering cross-fire from the prosecu- 
tion, but was unshaken in the opinion 
that the defendant is insane. The “de- 
mentia praecox” theory of Dr. R. O. 
Shelton, defense alienist, came in for a 
heavy battering from Prosecutor Asa 
Keyes. 

A delusion of the prisoner that “Di- 
vine guidance” prompted his crimes was 
the text of Dr. Shelton’s testimony, 
from which the alienist adduced abnor- 
mality amounting to insanity. 


Handwriting Is Identified. 


The first moves by District Attorney 
Keyes, when the last alienist summoned 
by the defense had left the stand, was 
more or less legal routine. He placed 
on the stand Clark Sellers, handwriting 
expert and adduced testimony from him 
to show that ransom letters written to 
Perry M. Parker demanding $1,500 for 
the return of his daughter were penned 
by. Hickman. « Sellers’ testimony was 
to the effect that the handwriting on 
the ransom letters was the Same as 
that in the confessions written by the 
defendant.

SAN FRANCISCO FIGURE UP 


New York, Feb. 3 (A.P.).—The stock 
market went into a nose dive today as 
a result of the unexpected increase in 
the Federal Reserve Bank rediscount 
rate despite the strenuous efforts of 
speculators for the advance to send the 
general price level to a new high alti- 
tude. Final quotations showed net 
losses of $1 to $8 a share, with a re- 
sultant reduction of more than a billion 
dollars in the aggregate quoted value 
of nearly 900 Stocks. 

A heavy accumulation of over-night 
selling orders, placed in the belief that 
the higher bank rate was intended as a 
direct warning against a further ex- 
pansion in speculative credit, sent 
opening prices toppling $1 ‘to ®6. A 
lowering of the renewal rate on day- 
to-day brokers’ loans from 4%, to 4% 
per cent revived confidence on the part 
of speculators for the advance who 
staged a series of bullish demonstra- 
tions which cut down, or eliminated, 
many of the earlier losses and sent 
about a dozen issues $3 to nearly $9 
above yesterday’s final quotations to 
new high records. 

Small traders and investors, who had 
become frightened at the opening 
break, were reluctanct to follow the 
rally, with the result that “bear” trad- 
ers launched a series of vicious selling 
attacks, which sent prices crashing 
again to the lowest levels of the day.

Robert W. Stewart, one of the fore- 
most oil executives of the country, 
was under arrest by the Senate last 
night because of his persistent defiance 
of its Teapot Dome committee. 

He was not taken to jail, but per- 
mitted to remain in his quarter. at the 
Willard Hotel in the custody of a 
deputy sergeant-at-arms, who is to 
take him before the bar of the Sen- 
ate at noon today unless he decides 
in the meantime to sue for a writ of 
habeas corpus. 

While the chairman of the board of 
the Standard Oil Co. of Indiana de- 
clined to make any statement, it was 
said by his close associates that he 
probably would appear in the Senate. 
In that event he would be directed to 
answer forthwith questions as to what, 
if anything, he knows about disposi- 
tion of Liberty bonds by the Continental 
Trading Co. of Canada, which has fig- 
ured so prominently in the Fall-Sin- 
clair oil conspiracy trial. 

Word came last night from the hotel 
suite of Mr. Stewart that scores of tele- 
grams had been received from business 
men and others in nearly all sections 
of the country congratulating the 
Standard Oil official on the stand he 
has taken in refusing to answer cere 
tain questions before the Senate Teapot 
Dome committee. No other comment 
for publication was made, 

Two Courses Before Senate. . 

Should Stewart again refuse to do so, 
the Senate would have open to it two 
courses—adoption of a resolution di- 
recting his imprisonment in a common 
jail or approval of one referring his 
case to the District of Columbia courts, 
as was done in the instance of Harry 
F. Sinclair, who is now under a three 
months’ sentence. 

Senator Walsh, of Montana, the Tea- 
pot Dome committee prosecutor, favors 
the first course and probably will in- 
sist upon it. The Chicago oil operator 


then might have recourse to a writ of. 
‘habeas corpus and a court hearing to 


determine whether the Senate has 
power to imprison for contempt. 

The arrest of Stewart followed a day 
of dramatic events that swung from 
committee rooms to the floor of the 
Senate and then to the Willard Hotel. 
There was the anticlimax, however, for 
the Senate warrant, bearing the signa- 
ture of Vice President Dawes, was 
served in the privacy of the oil man’s 
apartment. Newspaper men and pho- 
tographers were locked out. 


Senate Is Startled. 


Action by the Senate itself came with 
startling swiftness. As the shades of 
evening were enveloping the Capitol, 
Senator Walsh appeared suddenly after 
an absence all day, and within a few 
minutes was able to obtain recognition. 

“I ask unanimous consent to submit 
@ report from the committee on pub- 
lic lands,” he said.

A dead silence 
was the answer.

Every other time the patrons 
acceded to the requests made by the 
waiters, he said. 

Meyer Davis, president of the National 
Cafes, Inc., which operates the Le 
Paradis, was the last witness heard 
in the case. He said that he could not 
recall ever having seen patrons of the 
cafe using intoxicants. He declared 
that he had instructed all of his em- 
ployes not to allow any one to use 
intoxicants in the cafe. 

. Policewoman Hazel K. Mansfield, the 

Government’s star witness, testified 
that she saw Davis on one occasion 
sitting at a table with two other men 
and that she saw a bottle labeled “gin” 
under the table and saw the two men 
with Davis pour the contents into 
glasses of ginger ale and ice. Davis

“Old Ironsides,” the U. S. S. Con- 
stitution, which now is in dry dock at 
Charleston, Mass, when rehabilitated 
will visit as many of the United States 
seaboard, guif and lake ports as pos- 
sible. This was the message of Sec- 
retary of the Navy Wilbur given at the 
final session of the Woman's Patriotic 
Conference on National Defense in Me- 
morial Continental Hall yesterday. The 


Secretary pointed out that “Old Iron- 
sides” was one of the six sister ships 
laid down in a naval program by George 
Washington. 

Speaking of the S-4 disaster, Secre- 
tary Wilbur said: 

“The reaction of the American peo- 
ple to the loss of the men of the 8-4, 
particularly those in the torpedo room, 
was to demand, as they had a right 
to mea whether or not the Navy 
Department was to blame in any par- 
ticular for placing our young sailormen 
in that situation. If any one was to 
blame, then the American Nation wants 
some form of punishment for the 
blameworthy. 

“Then what will the American Na- 
tion say to the present Secretary of 
the Navy and the Navy Department if 
they fail in their duty to give a square 
deal to the men who fight for us and 
not lay down a policy for ships needed 
to round out our Navy. 

“Cruisers are not much better than 
pasteboard to resist steady gunfire.” 
the Secretary asserted, “and are usually 
used to defend commerce, ships of the 
fleet against destroyers and submarines 
and for scouting.” 


1,000,000 Pictures Sold. 


One million copies of the picture of 
“Old Ironsides” have been sold for the 
“Old Ironsides” rebuilding fund, the 
Secretary said, and school children 
throughout the country have con- 
tributed many thousands of dollars in 
pennies, nickels and dimes. 
“The restoration will speak to the 
youth of the land in a language they 
can understand,” the Secretary con- 
cluded, “‘and will be a monument to 
the past, an appeal to the patriotism 
of the young and a lesson of national 
defense.” 
At a meeting of the extension com- 
mittee of the conference, Mrs. Robert 
Walbridge, president of the American 
Legion Auxillary, was eclected chairman, 
Mrs. Alfred J. Brosseau, president gen- 
eral of the D. A. R., first vice chairman:

Other resolutions were passed to 
bring out patriotic workers at the next 
elections; to continue the basic pro- 
visions of the immigration act of 1924:

2 Cents a Day for Defense

Injured and semi- 
dazed, due to the crash, he was able 
to get clear of the plane, but realizing 
that Commander Burg was still in the 
cockpit, rushed back into the flames 
in an attempt to rescue him. 

He was driven back by the heat, but 
returned to the other side of the plane 
and, after repeated efforts and being 
badly burned, extricated Commander 
Burg and dragged him away uncon- 
scious. Commander Burg afterward 
died from his injuries. 

Lieut. Dukes, now stationed at’ Ma- 
nila, receives the medal for rescuing 
Private James U. Fairbanks, of his reg!- 
ment, from drowning in the Porac 
River, at Pio, Pampagna, Philippine 
Islands, January 14, 1927. 

Private Middaugh is awarded the 
medal for entering a building at Fort 
Leavenworth, Kans., September 5, 1926, 
and seizing and disarming an enlisted 
man who was firing his rifle indiscrim- 
inately in all directions, endangering 
life in the reservation. Private Mid- 
daugh, whose home is in St. Joseph, 
Mo., was injured by the butt of the 
man’s rifle. 


EARL HAIG’S DIARY 
SEALED UNTIL 1940 


Story of War Years Contains 
Sensational Comment, 
It Is Understood. 


London, Feb. 3 (A.P.).—The book 
which the late Field Marshal Earl Haig 
is reported to have left, the Daily Ex- 
press says, is a diary of the war years, 
which he deposited with the trustees 
of the British Museum, under seal, with 
directions that it shall remain un- 
opened until 1940. 

The paper understands that the diary 
contains frank revelations and fearless 
criticisms of war chiefs, statesmen, pol- 
iticlans and others and is likely to in- 
volve sensational disclosures. 

Edinburgh, Scotland, Feb. 3 (A.P.).—

Field Marshal Haig’s body, which will 
lie in state here for three days before 
interment in Dryburgh Abbey. A de- 
tachment of the London Scottish Regi- 
ment escorted the body from London, 
and the escort at the station consisted 
of two squadrons of Royal Scots Greys. 

The coffin was placed on a gun car- 
riage, and the military cortege with 
pipers playing a lament proceeded to 
St. Giles Cathedral, where it was re- 
ceived by the clergy and placed on a 
catafalque guarded by sentries.

informative insight into the methods 
used by his State in its excellent pro- 
gram of road building and mainte- 
nance.

Police firing occurred again after 
the dispersal] of a mob which assembled 
around the jail where thg two who 
were arrested had been taken, the mob 
reassembled around the high court and 
set fire to an automobile. The police 
were stoned again and retaliated with 
four more arrests. This failed to stop 
the stoning and finally the patrolmen 
opened fire, killing one and injuring 
five. 

Later troops proceeded to the spot 
where a monster meeting was being 
held, the mob having reassembled 
again opposite the high court, members 
attacking Europeans returning home in 
automobiles. 

A car belonging to the secretary of 
the Imperial Bank was smashed in 
the mixup. 

Casualties in the morning’s disorders 
numbered one dead and seventeen in- 
jured. The situation was not yet under 
control at noon.

‘Rate War F oreshadowed 


Marconi Plans Competing System and Hints Charge 
Will Be $15, or Even Less—Others Are Ready 
To Meet Any Cut. 


(Special Cable Dispatch.y 
London, Feb. 3.—An approaching rate 
war in the transatlantic telephone serv- 
ice is foreshadowed by an announce- 
ment today by Guglielmo Marconi that 
he hopes within a few months to in- 


augurate a beam system of wireless 
telephone between Great Britain and 
the United States at rates far lower 
than those in force. Simultaneously, 
it is understood, although without of- 
ficial confirmation, that the present 
combination now working the transat- 
lantic telephone—the American Tele- 
phone & Telegraph Co., and the British 
postoffice—is prepared to meet any 
price reductions the Marconi Co. may 
make and perhaps even go it one better. 

The present rate is $75 for a three- 
minute conversation between London 


and New York. In an interview this 
afternoon Signor Marconi answered a 
suggestion that the charge over the 
beam service might be $15, by the reply, 
“It might be even less.” 

He told the interviewer that he was 
devoting much attention to the super- 
imposition of telephony upon tele- 
graphy signals now sent by wireless, 
adding that the results were so satis- 
factory that “before long we shall be 
able to take advantage commercially of 
this important development.” 

He said further that telephony under 
thége conditions would provide a finan~ 
cial ¥eturn that might be regarded as a 
bonus upon the beam telegraphic serv- 
ice and forecast its extension not only 
to the United States, but throughout 
the British empire.

GLOTH ASSERTS ARREST 
IN- RAID WAS FRAME UP 


Blames Enemies for His and 
Woman’s Seizure on a 
Statutory Charge. 


DEMANDS TRIAL BY JURY 


William C. Gloth, Commonwealth’s 
attorney for Arlington, Va., and Miss 
Edith Scudder, 36 years old, 1636 Ken- 
yon street northwest, charged with 
statutory offenses, pleaded not gullty in 
Police Court before Judge Robert Mat- 
tingly yesterday and demanded jury 
trials. The pair were arrested in Miss 
Scudder’s apartment early yesterday 
morning at the instance of Gloth’s 
estranged wife. 

Gloth and Miss Scudder said yester- 
day that they had been visiting friends 
and that they had arrived at the apart- 
ment only fifteen mfnutes before the 
raiding squad arrived. 

Mrs. Gloth procured a warrant sev- 
eral days ago alleging improper rela- 
tions between Gloth and Miss Scudder 
She called police of the Tenth Precinct 
Thursday night and told Lieut. J. A 
Sullivan that Gloth was in the apart- 
ment and that the time was ripe for a 
raid. Sullivan, Mrs. Gloth, a detail of 
District policemen and policemen from 
Arlington County, Va., participated in 
the raid. 

They declared that Gloth refused to 
open the door of the apartment and 
that they had to break in the door. The 
couple were taken to the Tenth Pre- 
cinct and required to deposit $50 col- 
lateral. 

When the accused pair arrived in 
court yesterday morning with their at- 
torney, Bertrand Emerson, jr., they de- 
manded an immediate trial. Assistant 
District Attorney Given asked that the 
case be continued in order that he 
might inquire further into the circum- 
stances. Given declared that he be- 
lieved he had prima facie evidence, but 
that he was not entirely satisfied with 
the statements of some of the Govern- 
ment witnesses. 

When Judge Mattingly granted a 
continuance the defendants demanded 
a jury trial. Their collateral of $50 each 
was continued. 

Gloth declared that the entire case is 
the result of a political frame-up by 
his enemies. Last spring he was de- 
fendant in an impeachment suit filed 
by Thomas D. Baillie, editor of the 
Clarendon Chronicle, charging him witb 
drinking in public. A jury acquitted 
Gloth after twelve minutes’ delibera- 
tion. Mrs. Gloth obtained a limited dl- 
vorce about two years ago. Gloth says 
he has been paying alimony since.

RADIO TO CONVEY NEWS

The functions of the unlon, for 
instance, remain virtually the same, 
although the new convention will allow 
it much greater liberty in the actual 
execution of duties which the old con- 
vention specified only in general terms. 

These functions are: 

Compilation and_ distribution 
pamphlets regarding all activities of the 
American States. 

Compilation of references regarding 
treaty engagemcnts between states and 
their execution, 

Fostering of cooperation 
industrial, agricultural, 
cultural, and labor 
among the American states. 

To strive to obtain rattfication 
American states of treaties and 
ventions already concluded 
them.

REFUSES TO IDENTIFY 


Former Officer Holds Develop- 


ment Shows Need of Strong 
Naval Auxiliary.

‘A nossibee~move by “certain signa- 
tory rations” to withdraw from the 
Washington naval erms pact in 1936 
Was referred to yesterday by Rear Ad- 
miral Hilary P. Jones, retired, in advo- 
cating before the House naval commit- 
tee the buiiding up of a large mer- 
chant fieet as an adjunct to national 
defense. 

The admiral, a member of the:Amer- 
ican aeiegation to the unsuccessful 
Geneva Naval Conference, said that he 
had returned from a pieliminary gath- 
ering in Switzerland in 1926 with the 
“geneial impression” that several na- 
tions might initiate a move in 1934 
looking to their withdrawal from the 
Washington pact two years later. 

Asked by Representative Britten (Re- 
Publican), Tilinois, whether France and 
Italy were the nations contemplating 
withdrawal, Jones would not give a 
positive answer, referring only to “cer- 
tain signatory powers.” He added that 
no deveiopments took place at the re- 
cent Geneva pariey to strengthen his 
belief. — 

Stresses Fleet Need. 


The admiral dweit at length upon

BURTON OPENS WIDE BREACH 
BETWEEN HOOVER AND WILLIS 


CONTINUED FROM PAGE 1. 


explaining that Burton had been will- 
ing to support Senator Willis in the 
“first instance’~and even for a longer 
time in case he should have such sup- 
port outside the State as to make his 
nomination probable.” 

But the senator and his friends in- 
sisted, Burton said, that the delegation 
stay with him “in the hope that there 
may be a deadlock and the choice will 
be made in the same manner as that of 
Mr. Harding in 1920.” 


Doubts Any Deadlock. 


Burton said he did not anticipate 
“such a deadlock” this time, “although 
it is evident that a movement is under- 
way having for its object a situation in 
which>a candidate might be selected, 
who has no general support.” 

“The fact that a State has a candl- 
date of its own should not preclude 
the people from expressing their choice 
among the candidates from other 
States,” Burton said. “If this were not 
80, by the simple expedient of placing 
a local candidate in the field, selecting 
a delegation, each member of which 
must be approved by h‘-., and ‘exact- 
ing pledges to support him to the end, 
a State might be deprived of any par- 
ticipation in the, selection of a presi- 
dential nominee.” 

In his reply, Senator Willis recalled 
that Burton was a presidential candi- 
date, Ohio’s favorite son in 1916, and 
declared that at that time Burton in- 
sisted that the Ohio delegation stick 
with him. He indignantly rejected Bur- 
ton’s suggestion that he was a candi- 
‘date in the “first instance” and de- 
clared that as the campaign progressed 
Burton would learn the error of his 
statement that Ohio sentiment was 
dominant for Hoover. 


Could Not Accept Offer. 


Referring to Burton’s statement that 
he had labored for wecks to secure an 
agreement, Willis declared that the con- 
ditions offered to him by the Hoover 
supporters were such “that no honor- 
able man could accept.”

Invasion Reluctant. 


So, unless the Commerce Secretary 
backs out, a merry fight is looked for, 
beginning about February 24, by which 
time he must make what will be tanta- 
mount to a declaration of his candi- 
dacy.

ON LAW BASIS ALONE 


Prosecutor Attacks Conten- 
tion of Defense That Court 
Weigh Evidence. 


GOVERNMENT ADMITS 
TWO CASES ARE WEAK 


O’Leary Asserts He Does Not 
Expect Clark and Vietsch 
to Be Convicted. 


By NORMAN W. BAXTER. ” 

The Government’s demand _ that 
Harry F. Sinclair, Henry Mason’ Day, 
W J. Burns and W. Sherman Burns be 
found guilty and sent to the peniten- 
tiary was linked yesterday by James J 
O'Leary, assistant United States district 
attorney, in his argument against the 
motion to dismiss, with the virtual ad- 
mission that the prosecution does not 
expect the charge of contempt to be 
Substantiated against Sheldon Clark 
and Charles L. Vietsch, the two other 
respondents on trial before Justice 
Frederick L. Siddons on contempt 
charges growing out of the mistrial of 
the Fall-Sinclair conspiracy case. 

This, however, was only one phase of 
the prosecution’s answer to the two 
days of argument, citations and authori- 
ties which counscl for the respondents 
had marshaled in support of their mo- 
tion to di.charge the rule and dismiss 
the petition. Charles A. Douglas, of 
counsel for the Burns Agency; Judge 
Daniel Thew Wright, of counsel for 
Henry Mason Day, and E. C. Branden- 


burg, of counsel for Sheldon Clark, 
consumed most of yesterday’s session 
in placing before the court their rea- 
sons for asking that their clients be 
set free on the basis of the Govern- 
ment’s failure to make a case. 

The Government's presentation was 
not more than opened yesterday and 
will be continued next week upon the 
resumption of the hearing. The extent 
and range of the discussion to be ex- 
pected on behalf of the Government 
may be gauged by the fact that 65 vol- 
umes appeared on the counsel table of 
the prosecution from which references 
and authorities in substantiation of its 
position were to be drawn. 


Contempt Held Proved. 


It was the initial contention of Mr 
O'Leary that the Court could not on 
the existing motion do anything but 
consider the law in the case and not

» That the acts committed in putting 
into effect this form of shadowing con- 
stituted criminal contempt. 

“We are not here concerned with the 
guilt of these respondents beyond a 
reasonable doubt,” said. Mr. O'Leary. 
“We are not concerned with the weight 
of McMullin’s testimony. Confusion 
has been caused here by the introduc- 
tion of questions of fact with ques- 
tions of law. The legal sufficiency of 
the Government’s evidence has been 
challengéd, but the Court is not now 
called upon to reach a finding of guilt 
or innocence, A finding upon the ewi- 
dence is not permissible until a later 
stage. We must now consider only the 
law. 

Pins Guilt on Sinclair. 

“Counsel for the respondents have 
appealed to the law of God and man 
to justify their position, but neither 
logic nor truth will support the mon- 
strous position that has been taken 
here, that jury espionage as demon- 
strated in this case is not contempt of 
court.” 

Mr. O'Leary insisted that unless the 
Court decided to throw the law of 
agency out of the window there was 
no escaping the fact that what the 
Burns operatives did was in effect done 
by Mr. Sinclair and that, therefore, it 
followed that in the eyes of the law 
Mr. Sinclair went to the Kidwell home, 
rode on street cars with the jurors, 
looked up encumbrances on the prop- 
erty of jurors and committed all of the 
other acts of the Burns operatives, - and 
then they say,” said Mr, O'Leary, that 
this is just a case of lawful shadowing. 

“How can a millionaire defendant, 
charged with defrauding his own gov- 
ernment, arrogate to himself the power 
to set up this espionage system. This 
millionaire had no right to hold this 
jury in the hollow of his hand and 
exercise the whip hand over it by the 
<nowledge he obtained by so holding 
its members. Suppose, for instance, 
that in this surveillance the Burns 
operatives 1 detected one of the 
jurors in an act which he would have 
gone to ar extrem® to prevent becom- 
ing public. Would the mind of such 8 
juror have been free?” 

Judge Wright in his argument in 
support of the motion to dismiss in- 
sisted that the court could not &as- 
sume that there was an obstruction to 
the administration of justice when it 
was not actually there. 


Contentions of Defense. 


“Day,” argued Judge Wright, “did 
no more than the special counsel for 
the Government, who approved and 
acquiesced in this shadowing of the 
jury during the time that they knew 
of it. Can any one doubt that if they 
had entertained the slightest suspicion 


‘that mere shadowing without contact 
/was an illegal act that they would not 


|have hastened to your honor? It was 
not until contact was made by others

‘court. If the recel.ing of the reports 
' was violation of the .»w where does it

“The district attorney is asking 
your honor to convict on a _ penal 
status without giving these respondents 
the right of trial by jury. This re- 
duces this case to an absolute absurdity. 
Your honor could have no greater 
privilege as a member of the bench 
than at this moment to announce. 
maintain and adhere to the law.” 

Mr. Brandenburg in summing up for 
the respondents insisted they had done 
nothing but shadow the jury, according 
to the Government’s proof, and insisted 
that unless and until a statute to the 
contrary was enacted shadowing itself 
could not be made a crime.

Told to Remain in Capital. 


After an hour on the stand, Stewart 
was excused from the witness chair, but 
directed to remain in Washington “at 
least until tomorrow.”

Stewart in custody to await the further 
order of the Senate.” 


Upheld by Supreme Court. 


This was the second time in recent 
years that the Senate had issued a war- 
rant of arrest and it had been served. 
The previous time was in the case of 
Mally S. Daugherty, a Washington 
Courthouse, Ohio, banker, who in 1924 
refused to respond to a subpena to ap- 
pear before the special committee in- 
vestigating the administration of the 
Department of Justice by his brother, 
Harry M. Daugherty. 

McGrain arrested Daugherty at his 
home and started back to Washington 
with him, but was intercepted by a 
Federal court order to deliver his pris- 
oner to that court, which freed him. 
The United States Supreme Court over- 
ruled the lower court, but the Senate 
never has pressed the case against 
Daugherty. 

In the case of Sinclair, the Senate 
lands committee decided against recom- 
mending an arrest by the Senate, but 
proposed instead that his case be re- 
ferred to the District of Columbia 
courts, where it was tried last spring 
with the resultant conviction of the ol] 
operator.

BOULDER DAM APPROVED 
BY HOUSE COMMITTEE 


Report Will Be Delayed Until 
March 15 for State’s Com- 
mission Action. 


(Associated Press.) 

With an unusual proviso that it shall 
not be reported formally to the House 
before March 15, the Swing-Johnson 
bill for construction of a huge Govern- 
ment dam in Boulder Canyon on the 


Colorado River was approved yesterday 


by the House irrigation committee, The 
vote was 13 to 4 

Similar in its main features to the 
measure passed last year by the House, 
only to meet death in the bitter fili- 
buster that tied the Senate in a knot 
in the closing hours of the last session.

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SHAMEFUL SCHOOL CONDITIONS. 


Continued neglect by Congress has 
brought about a shameful condition of 
affairs in the elementary school system 
of the District of Columbia. Thousands 
of children are suffering irreparable 
wrong by being denied the opportunity 
to obtain schooling. 

The law compels parents to send chil- 
dren to school. But Congress fails to 
provide the schools. 

The five-year program for increase of 
school facilities has broken down. 
Congress has failed to make the appro- 
priations provided for in the program. 
The program is $11,000,000 behind. 

‘Although there are 67,899 children 
enrolled in the public schools, there are 
aécommodations for only one-half that 
number. Some of these ‘accommoda- 
tions” are represented by 75 portable 
buildings, with a stove in the middle of 
the room. The buildings have no lights, 
and the hygienic conditions are bad. 

~Principals and teachers are doing their 
best by teaching children half time and 
then sending them home to make room 
for other half-time pupils. The result 
is a denial of proper instruction in the 
elementary schools. Children are ap- 
proaching the high school age with their 
primary instruction only half completed. 
The years they are losing can never be 
restored. 

Although about $400,000 is in the 
hands of the District Commissioners for 
the purchase of school sites, Congress 
has made it impossible to buy land by 
providing that not more than 25 per cent 
above the assessed valuation shall be paid 
for land. Sites can not be condemned 
because the values fixed by juries are 
more than 25 per cent above assessed 
-yaluation. The Budget Bureau strikes 
out all estimates for additional school 
sites. In the estimates now pending be- 
fore Congress there are no items for new 
schoo] sites, although they are needed in 
many parts of the District. 

In some of the schools on the borders 
of the District all children from Mary- 
land and Virginia homes are excluded, 
because the accommodations are already 
overcrowded by District children. 

No complaint is made that the high 
school accommodations are inadequate. 
There is room in the high schools because 
a heavy proportion of the primary school 
children have failed to obtain sufficient 
instruction to be ready for high school. 
These youths, robbed of their right to 
obtain public school education, and havy- 
ing reached the age where they are 
ashamed to remain in classes with little 
children, are going out into the world 
poorly equipped for their life work. 

It is a shame and a disgrace that the 
school children of Washington can not 
obtain the schooling that is given in other 
cities throughout the United States. 

ngress is not proving as capable as 
the average city council in dealing with 
public schools.

A CREED FOR. LAWYERS. 


The legal profession has come to realize 
of late that in certain instances court pro- 
cedure falls far short of perfection.. Time 
and again justice, guided by lawyers whose 
motives may be of the best, appears to have 
gone astray. The law has come to be in- 
volved and subject to unnecessary delay. 
Emotionalism has supplanted cold logic. The 
law has followed a tortuous path away from 
justice, in many cases, and none are more 
free to admit it than lawyers themselves, 

Various panaceas have been put forward. 
No less a personage than the Chief Justice 
of the United States himself called upon his 
brother lawyers some time ago to set about 
cleaning their house, Harvard University has 
undertaken to ascertain how the law and 
legal processes can be brought back to firmer 
ground, Various individuals have added their 
voices in appealing for reform. Among these 
stands Justice Joseph M. Proskauer, of New 
York, In an address delivered before the 
New York Bar Association recently, he called 
upon the profession to restore to the judge 
his power to function as a minister of justice 
and not as a mere presiding officer, criticized 
the overcontentiousness of the profession as 
evidenced in the number of appeals taken, 
and maintained that the system of jury trials 
in civil contract cases had been transformed 
from a useful process into a wasteful, oulworn 
and ineffective fetish. 

Law reform, he said further, can not be 
accomplished merely by specific change in 
statute and rule, but must rest largely upon 
a fundamental change in the group psychology 
of the legal profession toward its function, 
and the lay psychological attitude toward jus- 
tice and its administration. Possibly,’ he sug- 
gests, if the legal profession would support 
by Oath a Creed, in much the same fashion as 
the physician now takes the hippocratic oath, 
these ends might be obtained. » Justice Pros- 
kauer presents the following as a lawyers’ 
credo: 

I will join with my adversary in waiv- 
ing a jury trial wherever and whenever 

it can possibly be done without the sacri- 

fice of a fundamental right. I will join 

with my adversary in supporting a trial 
justice in fair comment upon the evidence 
and reasonable direction to a jury on the 
facts. I will join with my adversary in 
fair concession of undisputed facts. l 
will not put an adversary to his proof in 
respect to facts whose existence my client 
admits. I will refrain from merely for- 
mal or technical objection to the admis- 
sion of evidence. I will cooperate with 
the trial justice and my adversary to se- 
cure a speedy, prompt and complete pres- 
entation of the facts of the case. I will 
neither make nor Oppose interlocutory 
motions unless they are of real and prac- 
tical importance. I will take no appeal 
untess I am satisfied that substantial error 
has been committed and that a new trial 
should reasonably give a different result. 

It would take many years, of course, for 
the effect of such reform to be noticeable, yet 
in such a credo may be concealed that which 
the legal profession long has stood in need. 
Would lawyers aS a group be willing to take 
such an oath? Is the legal profession suffi- 
ciently high-minded to restrict itself to this 
extent? 
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THE FARM LOAN BOARD. 


The vote of 60 to 138 by which Eugene 
Meyer and his colleagues of the Federal Farm 
Loan Board were confirmed by the Senate 
discloses the fact that opposition from farm 
organizations to these nominations failed to 
materialize. Indeed, many farm organizations 
joined in urging confirmation of Mr. Meyer. 
They had discovered that the management of 
joint stock land banks in some cases had been 
both incompetent and corrupt and had not 
been capably supervised by the officials of the 
old Farm Loan Board. ‘The reorganization of 
this board led immediately to better manage- 
ment of localized banks and to an improve- 
ment in the credit of the bonds issued under 
the farm loan system, 

Agriculture is now well served by the 
Federal land and intermediate credit banks, 
Credit ig available at fixed and modefate rates 
of interest, and the credit of the banks them- 
selves ranks high. No emergency‘short of a 
prostrating national calamity can now seriously 
disturb the credit system that is at the dis- 
posal of the farmers. This improvement in 
the situation is’due to the vigilance and ability 
of Commissioner Meyer and his colleagues of 
the Farm Loan Board. 


BRITISH LIBERALS’ NEW EVANGEL, 


Laissez faire in Britain has apparently 
breathed its last., It has followed the ‘‘eco- 
nomic man” and other fetishes of an earlier 
In other words, 
the Liberal party, or that large and cotquering 
wing of it that regards David Lloyd George as 
leader, has abandoned its old tenets and taken 
up such a position on industrial policy as will, 
if finally adopted by the nation, insure an in- 
crease of government control and regulation 


of the methods and profits of manufacture. 


A report, long in preparation, has at last 
been published, under the title of “Britain’s 
Industrial Future.’’ One of its objects is to 
show that, if British Liberals have a well- 
thought-out program for agricultural reform, 
so also they are prepared, by intelligent think- 
ing and constructive proposals, to suggest 
remedies for the industrial depression that, 
prevails at present in Britain. The keynote is 
struck in the recommendation that the country 
should seek compensation for the decline of 
its export industries by developing its home 
resources, particularly housing, electrical sup- 
ply, and agriculture, It is further urged that 
each step in this process should be accom- 
panied by government control, with the crea- 
tion, if required for that purpose, of several 
new governmental agencies. The combined 
industrial and agricultural scheme places the 
British Liberals well on the way to socialism, 
although the report itself takes care to repudi- 
ate any such idea, The facts, however, speak. 

The report has been carefully made, and has 
the merit of embodying a number of construc- 
tive suggestions. It looks to the creation of 
& board of national investment for the sys- 
tematizing and cheapening of the raising of 
capital by public authorities. It contemplates 
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working of the economic policy of the country. 
“It provides also for the formation of a ministry 
of industry, with machinery for reviewing the 
status of the wage earners, for profit sharing, 
and for the transfer of workers from depressed 
to flourishing trades. It hopes to reduce un- 
employment, if not, indeed, to banish it en- 
tirely, by getting British capital invested in 
home development instead of in foreign loans. 
One of its most excellent suggestions is to raise 
the age of compulsory school attendance to 
sixteen or at least fifteen, and to provide voca- 
tional training for all unemployed who are 
under eighteen years of age. 

This startling and, in a sense, revolutionary 
document is, of course, a bid for the confidence 
and support of the electorate, as a means to- 
ward the rehabilitation of the once great Lib- 
eral party. It is ably drawn and is well calcu- 
lated to effect its purpose. It may be asked 
if it is still possible to effect that purpose, but 
the framers of the report evidently think it is. 
This report does not abandon free trade; but, 
sooner or later, all British parties must come 
to that. 
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SEAGRAVE'S CHALLENGE, 


When the British automobile racer, 
H. O, ‘D. Scagrave, established a record of 
203 miles an hour at Daytona Beach last year 
his achievement immediately became a chal- 
lenge to all to whom speed is of even passing 
interest. This month will witness several at- 
tempts to better the mark. « Fearful and won- 
derful mechanical contrivances have been de- 
signed and constructed, classified as automo- 
biles only for lack of a more fitting name, all 
of which in theory are capable of attaining 
speed upward of 210 miles an hour 

Material reward will come to the man who 
beats the Seagrave record. A British oil manu- 
facturer has offered an income of $5,009 a 
vear and a trophy worth $5,000 to whoever 
beats 203 miles an hour and holds the record 
up to 1930. Automobile racers of all nations 
are eligible to this prize. Add to it the return 
from syndicated articles and the recompense 
from manufacturers of materials and articles 
used in the venture and it is evident that 
driving an automobile at greater than 203 
miles-an hour is worth undertaking from the 
financial standpoint. But it is probable that 
the hope of financial reward is only a minor 
factor. Only for glory, for the satisfaction 
of claiming a ‘‘world record,’’ would any man 
trust his life to a monstrous engine speeding 
along at close to four miles a minute. 
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WEST INDIAN AIRWAYS. 

All who are familiar with the topography of 
the islands that barricade the waters of the 
Atlantic Ocean 
will approve the suggestion of Col. Lindbergh 
that air lines of communication between the 


islands would be both profitable and practical. 

Col. Lindbergh in his journey from the 
shores of Venezuela to St. Thomas flew nearly 
twice as far as would have been necessary had 
his object been to take the shortest route. 
But he was out for observation, and his 
report shows that he was within sight of land 
most of the time. Should the reports of this 
pioneer result in the establishment of an air 
service over the Antilles such a service would 
serve to stimulate commerce and would bring 
the Virgin Islands into closer relations with 
‘continental America. Less than 2,000 miles of 
airway would serve for a passenger and mail 
line from Key West to Havana, Kingston, 
Port au Prince, Santo Domingo City, San Juan 
and St. Thomas. The service between Florida 
and Havana jis already established and its ex- 
tension is but a matter of time. Col. Lind- 
bergh’s “good-will journey” has shown that 
the project is not only feasible; but will soon 
be necessary for both commercial 
strategic reasons.

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YOUNG MEN IN AIRCRAFT. 


The standard of physical requirements set by 


the Department of Commerce for those who | 


apply for licenses as air pilots is extremely 
high and it is, therefore, surprising that the 
aeronautics branch of the department is able 
to report that almost 93 per cent of the avpli- 
cants passed satisfactory medical examinations. 

Since the creation of the aeronautics branch 
examinations of 1,084 student applicants have 
been made, and of the total 955, or 85.4 per 
cent, were found qualified. To facilitate ptysi- 
cal examinations there have been appointed 
thus far 240 medical examiners,*in addition 
to five Public Health hospitals, in 146 cities.

Athos. But on September 10, 1926. a 


decree on the legal position of the ‘Holy 
Mountain’ was issued and was followea 
by two further decrees regulating the 
relations between the Greek and the 
monastic republics. While, politically. 
Mount Athos was declared to form a 
part of the Hellenic state, its adminis- 
trative autonomy was recognized, and. 
spiritually, it ‘was made a direct ap- 
pendaze of the Ecumcnical Patriarch- 
ate. Thus, on the ‘Holy Mountain’ the 
Ecumenical Patriarch has obtained 
jurisdiction—which he had lost since the 
creation of independent Bulgarian, Ser- 
hian, Roumanian and Albanian Ortho- 
dox Churches—over Orthodox monks of 
non-Greek birth. But this new charte: 
expressly lays down the principle that 
all monks who seek refuge from the 
world on’ Mount Athos ipso facto be- 
come Greek nationals, and that on the

ESTERDAY I described a method 
Y of indicating a Spade-Heart two- 

suiter by an initial bid of two 
Diamonds, and a Diamond-Club two- 
suiter by a bid of two Clubs. In the 
first case, the response by partner 
would be two Spades or two Hearts to 
show a mere preference when weak in 
both suits; or three or more of either 
to show strength. In the latter case, 
two Diamonds would show Diamond 
preference; a pass, Club preference. 
Either would show that the hand lacked 
jumping strength, while a higher bid in 
either would be a jump in the sult 
named, 

Using this scheme, two-sulters com- 
posed of one Major and one Minor 
would not be shown in this special 
manner; they would be shown more 
normally by an initial bid of one or 
possibly two of the Major and a sub- 
sequent showing of the Minor if an ad- 
vantageous opportunity to do s0 ap- 
peared, With a Major-Minor two-sult- 
er, two would be bid reluctantly and 
only with strength so great that bid- 
ding only one would invite the danger 
of stopping short of a game-going dec- 
laration. ‘There are othe. schemes for 
conveying special information by utiliz- 
ing the two-Minor bid; but none of 
them appears to be as satisfactory as 
the one above given, 

The explanation of this system of 
bidding two sults has been given for 
the enlightenment of the reader; it is 
not endorsed by the author except as 


being effective, no other system seem- 
ing to produce such satisfactory re- 
sults. But to any of these arbitrary 
conventional systems there are three 
serious objections: First, that they ine 
volve having a bid in one suit mean 
something in another; second, that 
purely being arbitrary they smack of 
private conventions; third, that their 
use may lead to other and less deé- 
fensible conventions. But when con- 
sidering possible objections upon ethical 
grounds, it must be conceded that if 
tr» above described system be unethi- 
cal, then all doubles or bids which do 
not convey a plain and obvious mean- 
ing are similarly unethical; such a 
theory of ethics, carried to a logical 
conclusion, would bar fourth-best leads 
as well as the popular and useful in- 
formatory doubles, 

Original three-bids in a Minor are 
generally understood to mean unusual 
length and strength in that Minor, and 
to ask for a jump without normal sup- 
port for the Minor if the partner have 
side strength; that presumably being 
all that is needed to secure game with 
the Minor the trump. Minor three-bidsa 
are also supposed to urge the partner 
away from any other suit-bid unless he 
has extraordinary length and strength 
in the suit; and from a No Trump bid 
unless he has the other three sulte 
thoroughly protected.

Edict at Fair Grounds 
Proves Whipping Is 
Unnecessary. 


Shaw, Murphy, Sande 
Cited as Brilliant 
_“Hand” Riders. 


By CHARLES A. WATSON. 
RITICISM of Col. E. R. Bradley’s 
order that apprentice jockeys rid- 
ing horses at the Fair Grounds, 
New Orleans, carry no whips, has 
waned to insignificance. 

Horsemen quartered at the Fair 
Grounds have come to the conclusion 
that the master mind of the Idle 
Hour Stock Farm and owner of the 
New Orleans race track, is not so 
révolutionary after all and are now 
heartily agreeing with the colonel that 
the whip is not necessary. Col. Brad- 
ley’s action brings to mind that there 
have been a great number of really 
great riders who have never used a 
whip. 

Willie Shaw, who rode more than a 
score of years ago for “Pittsburgh Phil,” 
was a notable example. He was rated 
as one of the best hand riders in the 
history of the American turf and as a 
judge of pace he was in a class by 
himself. 


Shaw could make a horse step 
off in front, furlong after fur- 
long, in a shade more than twelve 
seconds and still have enough left 
to stall off any belated rush or 
challenge from his rivals. In a 
mile race or more the fractional 
times for the eight furlongs would 
not vary two-fifths of a second. 
Shaw seldom carried a whip. 


Isaac Murphy, who the old timers 
say was the greatest rider the turf 
ever produced, seldom used a whip, 
relying like Shaw upon his hands and 
his judgment of pace to bring his 
mount home victor. 

Barl Sande, though he occupies a 
position high in the racing world, is 
an example of a poor whip rider. 
Sande has admitted many a time that 
he only draws the whip when abso- 
lutely necessary and when his mount 
is not able to respond to hand rid- 
in 

Faiite Cheyne, the great steeplechase 
jockey, who has been the premier fence 
rider for the past two years, is a firm 
believer that the whip is an unneces- 
sary evil in the hands of many riders. 
Seldom «es a rider need a whip, Cheyne 
declares, if he knows the art of 
handling his horse properly. He says 
sluggish beginners should be taught 
to get away from the barrier without 
the use of -¢ whip and asserts Col. 
Bradley has marked a step forward in 
racing when he denies the apprentice 
the whip as a part of his equipment. 


New Orleans sportsman, to the 
man, are with the officials of the 
Fair Grounds and believe that -it 
equalizes the boys chances on the 
various mounts. In racing, like 
any other sport, there are sgme 
capable jockeys who know when 
his horse needs a little urging but 
they are few and far betwen. 


The boys, as a rule, feel that the 
whip in the hand must be used and 
they take advantage of it far to often 
when it is not needed, only to kill 
the chances of a tiring thoroughbred 

in the stretch run. 

It is the opinion of a good many 
tiainers that some horses will not run 
without being punished and made to 
yun, but Col. Bradley’s successful ex- 
periment at New Orleans has dispelled 
these views.

APERIMENTS are most costly in 
the major leagues and baseball 
history is full of cases where a 
player, practically given away by one 
club, suddenly blossoms out as a star 
Such is the prediction 
made for Pitcher Leo Mangum, who 


it will be remembered, came to the 
last winter, along with 
Hollis Turston, in the deal which sent 
Roger Peckenpaugh to the White Sox. 

At the Tampa training camp Man- 
gum did not show much ability at any- 
thing except complaining about condi- 
tions, in general, and the fact that he 
was not getting a square deal from 
Manager H*«rris, in particular. He 
showed so little pitching ability 
that he was sold for a song to the 
Buffalo Club and he immediately pro- 
ceeded to “burn up” the International 
League, bh’ great work being largely 
responsible for the Bisons winning the 
pennant. Oa these performances he 


was purchased at a fancy price by 
Manager John McGraw. 


Struggling to get to the top in 
baseball has been no primrose path 
for Leo, but the outlook is that 
he has a fine chance of making 
good in this third big league trial. 
Mangum, a right-hander, 27 years 
old, 6 feet tall, and weighing 180 
pounds, appears to have finally hit 
his stride. 

He broke into the profs 
most auspiciously, pitching a 
game his first time out. Toeing the 
slab for Albany he made the 1920 East- 
ern League champions, Pittsfield, look 
like a bunch of rookies. Although

With Portland he was just a fair 
pitcher. 

While naturally disappointed at 
being returned to the “bushes” by 
the Nationals, Mangum kept on 
plugging and suddenly began a 
streak of real pitching. His record 
of 2L triumphs against 7 setbacks 
for a percentage of .750 stamped 
him as the ace of the International 
League and practically gave Buffalo 
its pennant.

TAXI DRIVER ROBBED 
BY BANDIT “COUPLE” 


Female Impersonator, Who 
Entered Cab, Leaves Wear- 
ing Trousers. 


A female impersonator, one of a pair 
of bandits engaging the taxicab of 
Walter F. Spittle, emerged from the 
cab dressed in trousers when the pair 
held up the driver a few miles south 
of Frederick, Md., early yesterday morn- 
ing. They took $11, 86 of which they 
had already paid the driver as advanced 
fare. 
Spittle told the police that the pair, 
one clad in the garb of a woman, 
engaged his cab at Eighteenth street 
and Columbia road northwest about 3

CRIME WAVE DENIED 
BY RABBI SCHWEFEL 


Blames Publicity for Impres- 
sion Wrong-Doing Increases; 
Advocates Reforms. 


Denying that there igs now. more 
crime than in the past, the Rev. Dr. 
Louis J. Schwefel, rabbi of the Sixth 
Street Synagogue, last night declared at 
the young people’s service that the 
impression of a crime wave is created 
by the enormous amount of publicity 
given to crime by the newspapers. 

To the contrary, the rabbi said, sta- 
tistics for the last thirteen years show 
that there has been a decrease in prac- 
tically every form of crime. There is 
less serious crime among Jews, he sald, 
than any other race of men. 

Dr. Schwefel attacked capital pun- 
ishment and term jail sentences, and 
declared that criminals should be 
treated as sick people in need of edu- 
cation and wholesome environment. 
Term jail sentences do not reform crim- 
inals, protect society only temporarily 
and do not deter others from crime, 
he asserted. He advocated a proba- 
tionary system of handling criminals,
